Mr. Speaker Colfnx and the Next Sesslon

of Uongress,
From the Herald.
Belore Mr, 8peaker Colfax leaves hiz Western
home o resume hig duties at Washington, he
should sit down quleily in front of the fre and
devote an hour or more to serious thaught upon

‘the respongibilities of his posmtion. A clever

emart, aclive man, he was & very good printer
und a very good editor of a litfle country paper
in & little country town 1n Indiana: but as the
Speaker of the Honse of Representatives he bas
been almest a failure. In spits of the compli-
mentary resolutions pasced at the close of the
lust seasion of Congress, and in spite of the ful-
AQILE e-uhag‘s of the purtisan press, and in spite
ol his elecdon tothe next Congress by u very
handsome vote, his comparative failure 1s a tact
which cannot be demted, The complimentary
resolutions were s matter of cotirse, the pruiscs
of the purtisan press aie bestowed indiscrimi-
nutely, wud bia re-glection was only a ripple in
the overwbelming delvge of Repulilican mujo-
rities: and when ne comes to subject himeell to
i eritical exumanstion by the trvelight, he must
admnit that hitherto bhe has done a great deal of
wivchiel #s Speaser of the House, and that he
bas estublished no =olid reputstion Yor avility
and impartinity,

The present lamentable contest botween (he
President sud Congress is due in a grost meg-
swie to the incspacily and the errors of Mr,
Speaker Colfax, When the last session com-
menced, the President and Congress were in
practical accord, In his message tne President
stuted very clearly what he bhad done towards
recoustructing the Union, and then turned the
whoie subject over to Congress, sddine a few
suggestions which Coneress has slnce emoodied
14 its legislation, The ultra radicals or Jacobins,
led by Mr, Thad, Stevens, at once entered upon
a politieal ecrusade against the President, but
this amonoted to nothing vntil the President
was provoked into retulintory animadversions,
The origin of the trouble was the aue of vulgar
und ubusive langunge towerds the President by
Stevene, Ingersoll, and other Jacobins. When
they called him a traitor, 8 Rebel, s usurper, and
*the man at the other end of the avenue,” and
threstencd him with the axe and the halter, it
required a more plaeld temper thas the Presi-
dent possesses Lo resist the temptation to reply
in equally violent terms. But the President
5p0ke unoflicially nt & mass meeting, walle the
radical Congressmen apoke officinlly duriug the
Keesions of the House, and with the sanction ol
the Bpeaker. That sanction Mr, Speaker Colfax
had no right to give. At the st unparlia-
wentary word It was bis duty to call the offend-
ing member to order. He knew that it was
contrary 1o the rules of the House, ro parlis-
wentary law everywhere, and {o the ordinary
ctiquette smong peotlemen, for him to permit
the Presldent of the United Stutes to be avbused,
slandered, and ridiculed in Qop Te88, und he
should have interfered lmmedigte ¥. Had the
disousslous in Uongress been properly oop.
ducted, there would bave beeun none of this per-
sonal feeling in regard to President. Johnson
which has already discraced us  before tpe
world, Mr. bpesker Colfax was placed in the
chair to take care that the debates were pro-
